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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to Applicant's application filed 04 January 
2002, which claims the benefit of 60/259,867 filed 08 January 2001. Claims 1-20 are 
pending and are presented to be examined upon their merits. Claims 1,12 and 20 are 
independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 6, 10, 12 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hedy (US Patent Pub. 2003/0041031 A1). In reference to claims 1, 12 
and 20, Hedy discloses a method, system and apparatus for computer access of 
information including: 

a. storing predetermined information about a first entity on a storage device 
of a host computer, wherein access to the storage device is decisively limited 
(0009-0010); 
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b. creating via a host entity a general identification specific to the first entity, 
and through the host computer linking the predetermined information to the 
general information of the first entity (0009-0010); 

c. creating via the first entity a specific identification permitting access to the 
predetermined information stored on the storage device (0009-0010); and 

d. informing via the first identity a second entity of the general and specific 
identification, and therefore permitting the second entity to access the storage 
device and review the predetermined information (0009-0010). 



4. In reference to claims 2, 6 and 10 and their related claims, Hedy discloses a 
method, system and apparatus for computer access of information wherein: 

e. Including the step of storing credit information as the predetermined 
information (0011); 

f. including the step of permitting access to the storage device via a website 
of the host entity (0009-0016); 

g. including the step of storing the specific identification on the storage 
device of the host entity (0009-0011). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
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art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 



6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 



7. Claims 3-5, 7-9, 11 and 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hedy in view of Official Notice. Hedy discloses a method, system 
and apparatus for permitting computer access to information as described above. 
However, Hedy does not disclose: 

h. including the step of permitting the first entity to assign or change the 
specific identification. 

i. Including the step of storing credit information of a predetermined 
duration; 

j. Including the step of storing credit information created within the previous 
five years; 

k. including the step of storing information extracted from said credit 
information;

Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 

issue. 

Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 

obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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I. including the step of creating the general identification specific to the first 
entity from the group consisting of alphanumeric sequences, numeric sequences, 
and combinations thereof; 

m. including the step of creating the specific identification via the first entity 
from the group consisting of alphanumeric sequences, numeric sequences, and 
combinations thereof; 

n. including the step of limiting the general and specific identification to no 
more than ten digits. 

The Examiner takes Official Notice that the above elements (h-n), including password 
variation and credit information timeframe variations, are well-known and obvious in 
credit information access as described in Hedy and in general computer technology. 
Hedy details using a password protected information system. Additionally, Hedy 
teaches credit information access and which can be sorted by timelines or timeframes. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
Applicant's invention to have used the variations of the passwords and the variation in 
the credit information in the information access system of Hedy to make the program 
more user-friendly.
